Gas Company Claims Demand This Winter 


Will Be Five Times More Than The Sup- 
ply; Wants More Money To Develop New 
Territory. 


Council patiently listened to the Coshocton G-as Com- 


pany's request for an increased rate Monday evening and 
showed some inclination to grant it.

tract, under which domestic consumers are paying 33 cents 
net for domestic use until next September after which the 
rate is fixed at 35 cents for the following two years, was 
characterized as a mere scra.p of paper, since the company 
declares it is impossible for it to furnish gas under these 
rates and is asking a rate of 55 cents with the privilege 6f a 
surcharge of 50 cents per month.
